Atwood Urges Support 
Of Chamber of Commerce 


Concerning the Chamber of 
‘Commerce, Mr. Glenn Atwood, 
president, said recently, “It amaz- 
es me that the citizens of Upland 
are so slow in coming out with 
their support of the Chamber. I 
wonder why they wait and wait 
until we have to visit them, then 
they want to get by with one 
membership at $10. We made that 
low fee because we needed more 
individual memberships, not ac- 
tually to save money for the mer- 
chants. They were expected to 
take what we call Multiple Mem- 
berships. Some did this and came 
through with $100, $75, $50, and 
so down to twenty dollars.” 

When asked about the budget 
Mr. Atwood said, “Last year our 
budget of expenditures was over 
$9,000. We had a full-time Secre- 
tarydManager, and we planned to 
do big things. We had a deficit 
at the end of the year. When we 
looked for a new secretary we had 
to tell him frankly that we were 
in a hole and that he had a hard 
job ahead of him. Yet he took 
over the work on a half-time sal- 
ary, cut the budget to $4,500 for 
the year, and has been worried 
ever since.”

ted the solicitors to complete their 
work before the next meeting of 
the board on February 17, and 
they are going out again. It would 
be a great help if those who made 
promises or those who know they 
ought to help, would mail their 
memberships now, or better still 
to take them to the office.

The Chamber of (Commerce 
needs $2,800 for the next seven 
months. “If any of you business 
executives or financial sharks can 
offer suggestions as to where we 
can save money, do come to us 
soon,’”’ said president Atwood. ‘‘For 
example, both secretaries are on 
half-time salaries, and their tc- 
tal monthly allowance is but $250. 
The rent of $60 per month cannot 
be reduced. A telephone is neces- 
sary, and postage is required even 
from a Chamber of Commerce. 
Printing must be done, and sta- 
tionery is never contributed. All 
right, figure it out and see if 
you can run an office on less that 
$400 per month.”

Pomona College Class 


CLAREMONT — Universal lit- | 


eracy, brcader education, and re- 
spect for all races were advocated 
as a solution for the world’s ills, 
by Dr. Dixon Wecter, in a speech 
at graduation exercises for 33 Po- 
mona College seniors. 

“Beyond the immediate needs of 
defense, I think the only lasting 
remedy, internationally speaking, 
lies in the peace that comes from 
understanding,” saaid Dr. Wec- 
ter, noted author and professor 
of history at the University of 
California. 

In a speech on “The Historian 
as Cultural Agent” Dr. Wecter 
reviewed immediate past history 
of the United States, citing the 
end of the “age of coxrficence”’ 
and its supplanting by a ‘“cor- 
rosive spirit of fear.” He brought 
out the fact that the events cf the 
50 years which seemed earth- 
shaking at the time, are of mild 
importance compared to “the 
more complex challenges arising 
grimly along the path of survival” 
today. 

Dr. Wecter said that “voiceless 
peoples” are led easily to distrust 
their neighbors, and that in a 
world where all nations are neigh- 
bors such a trend leads to war. 

In explaining the place of the 
historian in the searen for world 


peace, Dr. Wecter pointed out the 
need for international cultural re- 
lations, and the value of organiza- 
tions of that nature established by 





the government of the United 
States. 
“In our culturai program— 


whether in this Hemisphere or re- 
gions still more distant—as I see 
it, the American scholar has an 
important responsibility. Speak- 
ing to thoughtful men and wom- 
en, not as an oficial trom Wash- 
ington, but as a citizen of the 
catholic republic of learning, he 
epitomizes that most precious 
American ideal, freedom cf the 
mind and tongue. He has nothing 
to sell, but a yreat deat to share. 
He knows that international cul- 
ture must be a two-way road, 
and shows it both hy his own re- 
ceptiveness to learn and by doing 
what he can to promote the in- 
ternational exchange cf students 
and teachers. A fair hearing for 
the American story, a clear ob- 
servation of the American scene— 
these are his honest concerns as 
an agent of good will,’ Dr. Wec- 
ter explained. 

Officiating at the ceremonies 
was Dr. E. Wilson Lyon, presi- 
dent of Pomona College. The exer- 
cises also served as the opening 
convocation for the second sem- 
ester of the college year,

In lighter vein. the Conservatives have also made a cam- 
paign issue of another rather obvious attempt to fool the pub- 
lic.
